ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1962. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1962. 

This  year  was  memorable  for  the  occurrence  of  smallpox  in  Great 
Britain  after  several  years  of  freedom  from  the  disease. 

The  five  separate  smallpox  incidents  which  occurred  between 
December  1961  and  April  1962  received  intensive  coverage  from  the  press  and 
television  and  as  a  result  of  this  there  was  a  great  deal  of  public 
apprehension  and  demand  for  vaccination  throughout  the  country.  Although 
no  contacts  of  smallpox  were  traced  to  Spalding,  family  doctors  and  clinics 
here  were  involved  in  the  public  clamour  for  vaccination. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  lesson  of  the  smallpox  scare  has  now 
largely  been  forgotten  and  the  percentage  of  babies  now  being  vaccinated 
remains  lower  than  we  would  wish. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  now  recommend  that  the  most  suitable  time 
for  vaccination  is  in  the  second  year  of  life ,  Vaccination  against  smallpox 
can  be  arranged  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County  Infant  Welfare  Centres, 
and  I  hope  many  more  parents  will  come  forward  to  secure  this  protection  for 
their  children. 

In  October  1962,  an  outbreak  of  dysentery  started  that  affected  all 
schools  in  Spalding.  394  cases  had  been  notified  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  control  of  this  disease  which  was  fortunately  mild,  involved  co-operation 
between  the  family  doctors,  schools  and  parents,  pharmacists,  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  Dr.  J.  Fielding,  and  his  staff,  and  the  staff  of  this 
Department . 

I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  concerned  for  their  wholehearted 
co-operation  in  the  measures  taken  to  control  this  outbreak.  Mr.  Grainger 
and  Mr.  Jackson,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  had  to  carry  a  particularly 
heavy  load  of  work  and  their  help  was  invaluable. 
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During  the  year  all  the  departments  of  the  Council  were 
housed  under  one  roof  in  the  newly  opened  Town  Hall.  The  Public 
Health  Department  is  no  longer  isolated  in  Short  Street,  and 
interchange  of  information  and  ideas  between  the  various  departments 
has  been  made  easier  with  beneficial  results.  The  extra  space  and 
better  facilities  available  at  the  Town  Hall  proved  invaluable 
during  the  dysentery  outbreak  when  several  hundred  people  brought 
bacteriological  samples  along  to  this  department. 

The  Council’s  report  on  the  slaughtering  facilities, 
presented  to  the  Minister  in  I960  was  confirmed  and  named  1st 
January,  19&3 ,  as  the  Appointed  Day.  Progress  on  a  major  slaughter¬ 
house  was,  unfortunately,  considerably  delayed,  and  this  resulted  in 
an  application  being  made  to  the  Minister  for  a  deferment  of  this 
date.  The  Minister,  after  consultations,  finally  named  1st  January 
1964  as  the  Appointed  Day  when  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  town  will 
have  to  conform  with  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations. 

Finally,  may  I  thank  all  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  loyal  aid  conscientious  work  throughout  the  year.

Infectious  disease  comments 

Dysentery 


Early  in  October  a  number  of  schools  in  the  town  had  pupils 
absent  because  of  diarrhoea  and/or  vomiting,,  In  the  majority  of  cases 
the  illness  was  mild,  and  the  patient  was  fully  recovered  in  an  average 
of  two  days.  The  pattern  in  the  outbreak  was  for  the  infection  to 
spread  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  children  affected.  In  some 
cases  the  parents  pic-ked  up  the  infection  and  often  they  had  a  more 
severe  attack  of  illness. 

This  department  was  not  informed  about  the  existence  of  this 
outbreak  until  the  fourth  week  in  October.  Ey  this  time  the  disease 
had  spread  until  every  school  in  the  town  had  at  least  one  child  who 
had  had  diarrhoea  and/or  vomiting  symptoms. 

Samples  were  taken  from  a  proportion  of  the  children  affected 
for  laboratory  tests.  The  results  showed  that  many  of  them  were 
carrying  the  dysentery  germ. 

Dysentery  is  spread  by  contaminated  hands. 

A  person  who  has  had  even  a  mild  attack  of  the  disease  may 
carry  the  germ  in  the  bowels  for  a  number  of  weeks ,  and  thus  can  pass 
on  infection  to  others  long  after  he  has  recovered  from  the  diarrhoea. 
In  view  of  this  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  (Dr .J. Fielding) 
and  I,  deoided  to  ask  all  children  who  had  suffered  from  gastroenteritis 
since  the  start  of  October  to  stay  off  school  until  a  sample  test 
confirmed  that  they  were  clear  of  infection. 

About  700  Spalding  children  were  accordingly  excluded  from 
school,  and  the  Public  Health  Departments  were  faced  with  the  gigantic 
task  of  visiting  their  homes  to  arrange  for  collection  and  despatch  of 
faeces  samples.  A  task  force  of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Health 
Visitors,  Home  Nurses,  and  two  Child  Care  Officers,  was  mobilised  to 
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carry  out  these  home  visits.  The  vast  majority  of  parents  were 
friendly  and  co-operative ,  although  many  did  not  understand  why 
their  children  who  had  recovered  from  diarrhoea  two  weeks  ago,  still 
had  to  stay  off  school.  The  local  press  was  helpful  in  getting 
over  the  idea  of  "Carrier  State"  to  the  parents.  Dr.Croll  the 
Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Lincoln,  agreed  to  arrange 
for  this  very  large  number  of  bacteriological  tests  to  be  carried  out 
and  throughout  the  duration  of  the  outbreak  the  laboratory  maintained 
a  speedy  and  efficient  service . 

1722  samples  had  been  collected  and  despatched  to  Lincoln 
for  bacteriological  tests  by  the  end  of  the  year  -  1133  from  patients 
in  the  Urban  District  and  589  from  Spalding  Rural  District.  The 
control  of  the  outbreak  involved  a  considerable  amount  of  clerical  work. 
The  Town  Hall,  Spalding,  was  used  as  a  centre  for  reception  of  samples 
from  both  Spalding  Urban  District  Council  and  Rural  District  Council 
areas.  In  the  first  week  of  November  two  clerks  were  loaned  from 
Holland  County  Health  Department,  to  help  with  this  clerical  work. 

An  important  aspect  of  the  control  of  dysentery,  namely  the 
supervision  of  disinfection  of  school  toilets  and  washrooms  was 
undertaken  by  Mr.  Fidling  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector.  Paper 
towels  were  substituted  for  communal  roller  towels  in  the  schools 
affected.  About  450  out  of  the  700  children  tested  were  found  to  be 
free  from  dysentery  infection  and  were  allowed  to  resume  school 
attendance.  These  children  had  suffered  from  gastroenteritis  but  when 
tested  they  were  free  from  any  infection.  It  is  likely  that  they 
suffered  from  the  "epidemic  winter  vomiting"  Ydiich  had  been  prevalent 
in  South  Holland  in  previous  years. 

About  250  of  the  first  700  children  tested  were  carrying 
the  dysentery  germ  and  their  parents  were  informed  that  they  could 
not  go  back  to  school  until  another  test  taken  after  medical  treatment 
was  clear.  The  family  doctors  had  a  great  deal  of  extra  work 
prescribing  antibiotic  treatment  for  these  children  to  clear  the 
infection  as  quickly  as  possible.  Over  90%  of  cases  were  cleared  by 
a  five-day  course  of  streptomycin.  The  pharmacists  in  the  town  had 
to  arrange  for  extra  consignments  of  antibiotics. 

The  home  contacts  of  people  who  were  carrying  the  dysentery 
germ  were  tested.  84  out  of  the  5^1  contacts  tested  were  found  to  be 
symptomless  carriers  of  dysentery.  In  November  and  December  there 
were  a  number  of  new  cases  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  77  adults  and 
317  children  had  been  confirmed  as  cases  of  dysentery.  The  outbreak 
came  to  an  end  early  in  19&3. 

Five  food  handlers  were  excluded  from  work  under  Section  41 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961 ,  because  they  had  symptoms  of  dysentery. 
Fortunately,  bacteriological  tests  showed  that  they  were  clear  of 
infection  so  they  were  allowed  to  resume  work  as  food  handlers. 

In  one  case  compensation  was  claimed  from  the  Council. 
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In  June  1962,  a  patient  in  the  Johnson  Hospital  was 
diagnosed  as  suffering  from  Paratyphoid  Fever.  He  had  contracted 
the  disease  in  Persia  and  had  travelled  to  Britain  hy  air  before 
developing  any  symptoms.  As  he  had  been  nursed  in  an  open  ward 
before  the  diagnosis  was  established,  several  nurses  and  patients 
were  exposed  to  infection  and  the  male  ward  had  to  be  closed  to 
visitors  and  new  admissions  for  several  days.  Fortunately,  no 
other  cases  occurred. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  district  during  the 
year.  During  1962,  173  children  under  5  years  of  age  and  23 
children  over  5  years  of  age  received  a  primary  immunisation  course. 
A  further  246  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  14  years  received 
a  "booster"  or  secondary  injection.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


FOR  THE  URBAN,. DISTRICT 


A.  County  Council  Services 

( i )  Domiciliary  Midwives 

In  this  County  over  one  third  of  babies  are  delivered  at 
home  by  domiciliary  midwives , 

(ii)  Health  Visitors 

The  main  function  of  a  health  visitor  is  to  bring  health 
teaching  into  the  home.  She  is  particularly  concerned  with 
advising  mothers  of  young  children,  and  as  routine,  visits 
every  home  where  a  birth  has  been  notified  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(iil)  Clinic  Centres 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  Ante -natal  Clinics  are  held 
at  Holland  Road  Clinic,  Spalding.  Vaccination  against  smallpox 
and  poliomyelitis,  and  immunization  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  are  available  at  this  clinic. 

( iv)  School  Health  Service 

All  pupils  are  medically  inspected  three  times  in  their 
school  life  -  at  entry,  at  11  years  old,  and  before  leaving 
school.  Any  child  found  to  have  defective  vision  is  referred 
to  a  consultant  eye  doctor,  who  attends  at  Spalding  Clinic. 

Speech  therapy  is  also  provided  by  appointment  at  Spalding  Clinic. 

An  important  part  of  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service 
is  the  supervision  and  school  placement  of  handicapped  pupils. 

( v)  Home  Help 

The  aged  account  for  over  half  the  work  done  by  County 
Home  Helps,  who  carry  out  ordinary  household  work  for  patients 
who  cannot  manage  to  do  this  without  help,  e.g.  during  illness. 
This  service  is  not  free  ,  but  in  many  cases  a  reduced  charge 
is  made ,  depending  on  income . 

(vi)  Home  Nursing 

Over  half  the  patients  attended  by  Home  Nurses  are  65  years 
old  or  over.  Home  nursing,  with  the  aid  of  Home  Help,  enables 
patients  to  be  nursed  at  home,  often  saving  the  cost  to  the 
nation  of  a  long  stay  in  hospital. 
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(vii)  Chiropody 


Elderly  people,  with  stiff  joints  often  have  difficulty 
in  looking  after  their  feet.  The  County  Chiropody  Service, 
which  started  in  I960,  is  available  to  three  types  of  person  - 
the  aged;  pregnant  mothers;  and  the  physically  disabled. 
Treatments  are  undertaken  at  surgeries  and  also  at  Spalding 
Clinic,  Where  absolutely  necessary,  transport  is  provided, 
and  in  exceptional  cases  treatment  may  be  arranged  at  home. 

(viii)  Ambulance  Service 

The  Spalding  ambulance  station  is  staffed  by  seven  whole¬ 
time  driver/attendants ,  and  has  an  establishment  of  two 
ambulances,  two  cars,  and  one  utility  ambulance.  All  the 
ambulances  are  of  modern  design  and  are  equipped  with  oxygen 
therapy  apparatus.  A  Iviinuteman  portable  mechanical 
resuscitator  is  kept  at  the  Ambulance  station  and  equipment 
for  applying  mouth  to  mouth  resuscitation  is  carried  in  all 
ambulances . 

A  portable  incubator  for  transporting  small  premature 
babies  is  stored  at  Boston  General  Hospital,  for  use  in  the 
whole  of  the  County. 

B.  Hospitals 


There  are  two  general  practitioner  hospitals  in  Spalding; 
the  Johnson  Hospital,  Priory  Road,  Spalding,  and  the  Pinchbeck  Road 
Hospital . 


The  Johnson  Hospital  has  beds  for  surgical,  medical  and 
maternity  cases,  and  out-patients,  casualty,  and  X-ray  facilities 
are  available.  A  number  of  visiting  consultants  attend  at  certain 

times . 


Under  the  10  year  Hospital  Plan  for  England  and  Wales  it 
is  proposed  that  a  number  of  new  "District  General  Hospitals"  of 
over  500  beds  each  will  be  built  at  centres  throughout  the  country, 
and  such  a  hospital  is  scheduled  to  be  built  at  Boston.  This 
proposed  new  hospital  would  undoubtedly  provide  a  very  high  standard 
of  facilities  for  modern  medicine  and  should  make  available  many  of 
the  most  important  advances  in  treatment. 

The  Pinchbeck  Road  Hospital  for  aged  and  chronic  sick 
patients  is  a  former  public  assistance  institution,  and  under  the 
Hospital  Plan  it  is  envisaged  that  this  hospital  will  be  closed. 
Provision  for  aged  and  chronic  sick  patients  would  then  be  made  by 
using  the  medical  and  surgical  beds  of  the  Johnson  Hospital ,  and  the 
annexe  on  which  building  started  in  1963.

The  maternity  beds,  out-patients,  casualty  and  X-ray 
facilities  at  the  Johnson  Hospital  would  continue  to  be  available. 

The  10  year  Hospital  Plan  thus  means  that  all  medical 
and  surgical  patients  from  Spalding  who  needed  admission  to 
hospital  would  be  sent  to  the  new  "District  Hospital"  at  Boston 
when  this  was  brought  into  service.  This  means  a  17  mile 
journey  for  the  patients,  and  their  visitors. 

During  1962  this  question  was  considered  by  the  Council, 
who  agreed  to  act  in  concert  with  Spalding  Rural  District  Council, 
in  making  representations  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  protesting 
against  the  proposed  closure  of  the  Johnson  Hospital  acute  beds. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Lincoln,  and  samples  of  foods,  water  and  specimens  for  bacteriological 
examination  have  been  despatched  there.  These  facilities  are 
invaluable  for  the  investigation  and  control  of  outbreaks  of 
infectious  diseases  (see  Page  9°  (Dysentery)). 

L .  Persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 

Provision  is  made  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  194S,  for  people  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  and  who 
are  unable  to  look  after  themselves. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  an  old  person  is  living  alone 
under  terribly  insanitary  conditions,  or  is  gravely  ill,  and  yet 
refuses  to  go  into  a  welfare  home  or  hospital.  In  his  own  interests 
it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  use  the  National  Assistance  Act 
compulsory  powers  to  make  such  a  person  go  into  a  place  where  he  can 
be  looked  after  properly. 

Needless  to  say,  this  step  is  only  taken  as  a  last  resort. 

The  decision  is  made  by  a  magistrate  and  both  the  family 
doctor  and  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  have  to  agree  that 
removal  is  urgently  needed. 

As  the  proportion  of  the  elderly  in  the  community  is  rising, 
this  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  becoming 
more  important.  Many  visits  are  made  to  such  people  who  are  living 
alone,  and  starting  to  run  into  difficulties.  In  many  cases,  these 
difficulties  can  be  ameliorated  by  making  use  of  the  County  Council 
home  help,  home  nursing,  chiropody  and  welfare  services.  Many 
workers,  statutory  and  voluntary  are  involved  in  this  highly 
important  job  of  keeping  the  elderly  going  in  their  own  homes ,  and 
there  is  good  co-operation  between  them. 

During  the  year,  one  woman  was  removed  to  hospital,  and 
one  man  to  a  Welfare  Home,  under  Magistrates  Emergency  Orders. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


In  consequence  of  the  formation  of  the  South  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board  during  the  year  1962,  the  Urban  Council  were  responsible 
for  the  water  supply  during  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  only, 
the  Board  taking  over  on  1st  October,  I  am  indebted  to  Mr,  R,  J. 
Cameron  Stobie  ,  the  Board's  Engineer  and  Manager,  for  the  following 
statistical  information. 

The  source  at  Bourne  supplied  a  record  total  of 
1 ,035 ,999 ,000  gallons  of  water  during  the  year.  This  amount  was 
distributed  amongst  the  various  authorities  as  follows

Regular  bacteriological  analyses  were  made  of  the  raw  and 
treated  waters,  and  samples  taken  for  chemical  analyses,  Without 
exception  the  reports  on  these  analyses  are  that  "The  results  are 
indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes". 

During  the  year  1,102  yards  of  3"  main  and  178  yards  of 
4"  main  were  laid  by  direct  labour  chiefly  for  both  private  and 
local  authority  development  for  housing  estates. 

During  the  period  1,1.62  -  30.9*62,  93  new  service 
connections  were  provided.  In  addition,  1,346  premises  were 
inspected  to  check  plumbing  installations  and  fittings  for  wastage 
and  contamination  and  244  cold  water  taps  re-washered  free  of  charge. 
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Fluoride  Content  of  Water 


For  more  than  thirty  years  it  has  been  known  that  the 
amount  of  fluoride  in  drinking  water  affects  dental  health. 

Studies  in  Britain  and  other  countries  have  shown  that  children 
born  and  brought  up  in  areas  where  water  naturally  contains 
fluoride  at  a  level  of  one  part  per  million  have  less  than  half 
the  dental  decay  of  children  in  areas  where  there  is  only  a 
trace  of  fluoride.  There  is  strong  evidence  that  the  benefit 
of  fluoride  persists  well  into  middle  age. 

In  this  District,  the  water  is  deficient  in  fluoride, 
no  more  than  010  parts  per  million  being  present. 

The  Minister  of  Health  announced  in  Parliament  on  10th 
December,  1962  that  he  was  ready  to  approve  under  section  28  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  schemes  submitted  to  him  by 
local  health  authorities  for  making  arrangements  with  water 
undertakers  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water  supplies  which 
are  deficient  in  it  naturally.  The  object  of  such  schemes  would 
be  to  bring  to  all  children  one  of  nature's  methods  of  protecting 
teeth  against  decay. 

In  my  opinion  fluoridation  is  the  best  practicable  way 
of  dealing  with  this  problem  of  dental  decay.  Just  how  serious 
the  problem  is  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  every  year  in 
England  and  Wales,  some  90,000  boys  and  girls  under  20  have  to 
get  false  teeth.

5.  Loveable  Dwellings 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  two  caravans  on  unlicensed 
sites.  The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  allocating  vacancies  to 
such  caravans  on  its  own  properly  equipped  sites. 

6 .  Common  Lodging  Houses 

The  one  Common  Lodging  House  within  the  Urban  District  continued 
to  be  used.  This  Lodging  House  is  old  and  inconvenient  and  cannot 
be  modernised  at  an  economical  cost.  It,  nevertheless,  serves  a 
useful  purpose  in  providing  accommodation  for  casual  labouring  classes 
who  frequent  this  area  during  certain  seasons. 

7.  Atmospheric  Pollution 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  accept  the  invitation  of 
the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  to  set  up  a  Daily 
Smoke/Sulphur  Dioxide  apparatus  in  the  district,  and  to  take  part  in  a 
National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  are  adequate  for 
the  District.

( d)  Street  G-ullies 

The  cesspool  emptying  machine  continued  to  be  used  for 
emptying  street  gullies  in  the  Urban  District .  During  the 
year  870  street  gullies  were  emptied  and  cleansed. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  collection  of  domestic 
and  trade  refuse,  pri vy- vaults ,  cesspools,  street  gullies  and  the 
disposal  of  the  waste  materials,  and  street  scavenging. 

( a )  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  refuse  is.  given  to  the 
central  domestic  premises  and  a  fortnightly  collection  now 
serves  the  most  distant  properties.  Food  and  business  premises 
receive  a  twice-weekly  collection. 

Incineration  of  refuse  was  discontinued  and  the  disposal  was 
wholly  by  tipping. 

The  tip  in  use  is  rapidly  becoming  filled  and  to  assure 
the  continuation  of  means  of  disposal ,  the  Council  have  negotiated 
for  the  use  of  a  pit  outside  the  Urban  area. 

(b )  Street  Scavenging 

All  classified  and  unclassified  roads  within  the  Urban  area 
have  been  swept  regularly. 

This  work  to  vehicular  roads  is  carried  out  by  a  'harrier ' 
Mechanical  Sweeper  and  courts,  passages  and  footpaths  are  dealt 
with  manually  and  collected  in  Street  Orderlies. 
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(c)  Salvage  collection  and  Disposal 

Domestic  salvage  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as 
domestic  refuse;  a  trailer  is  attached  to  each  freighter 
for  this  purpose.  Special,  collections  are  arranged  when 
quantities  and  types  of  materials  make  this  necessary.

OPEN-AIR  SWIMMING-  POOL 

During  the  1962  Season  28,149  bathers  visited  the  pool,  a 
decrease  of  5008  on  the  previous  season  which  is  attributed  to  the 
poor  summer.  Of  the  total,  10,502  were  school  children  under  swim- 
ing  instruction  from  the  Holland  County  Education  Committee  teachers. 
The  Council  again  awarded  free  Season  Tickets  to  all  school  children 
who  were  successful  in  the  Royal  Life-Saving  Society  examination  held 
the  previous  year. 

As  in  previous  years  the  bathwater  was  heated,  filtered, 
aerated  and  chlorinated  by  the  Breakpoint  system  giving  a  clear 
sterile  water  at  all  times  according  to  weekly  test  samples  taken 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  Holland  County  Council  and 
daily  free-chlorine  residual  tests  carried  out  by  the  Department, 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


1 .  Food  Premises 

All  food  premises  were  regularly  inspected  during  the  year, 
and  improvements  continue  to  be  achieved. 

Statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  in  respect  of  a  food  handler,  (See  Page  23), 

2.  Stalls 

Regular  inspections  of  food  stalls  are  made  on  Market  days 
throughout  the  year.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  Produce  Market 
and  the  Game  and  Poultry  Sections  of  the  Cattle  Market  on  the 
appropriate  days.  Considerable  improvements  in  the  presentation  of 
foodstuffs  at  this  Market  have  been  achieved, 

3.  Milk  and  Milk  Products 

( a )  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  ,  1949-1960 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  supply  in  the  Urban  Area  continued  to 
be  produced  and  bottled  in  other  districts. 

The  issue  of licences  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority  with  effect  from  1st  October,  i960. 

(b)  Ice  Cream 

No  additional  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  cf  ice  cream.  Ninety-five  premises  are  now  registered  in  -!-he 
district  and  all  handle  the  pre-packed  product  exclusively, 

4*  S^aughterhous e  s 

Difficulties  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  the  large  new 
slaughterhouse  at  Fulney  necessitated  a  year's  deferment  of  application 
of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  to  1st  January,  19&4* 

At  the  time  of  writing  excellent  progress  has  been  made  with 
these  premises  which  will  deal  with  8O/0  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in 
the  district  and  which  all  being  well,  should  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  1963. 

The  four  licenced  slaughterhouses  continued  to  operate  and 
considerable  improvements  towards  compliance  with  the  Regulations  were 
obtained  in  two  of  them.  The  remaining  two  are  likely  to  close  on  or 
before  the  Appointed  Day. 

5.  Outworkers 

The  unsatisfactory  practice  of  allocating  "onion  peeling" 
outwork  was  discontinued  in  accordance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  19o2.  This  work  is  now  carried  on  within  the  factory 
premises . 
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In  November,  a  14  years  old  boy  who  had  been  excluded  from 
school  because  bacteriological  tests  proved  that  he  was  a  case  or 
carrier  of  dysentery,  worked  for  nine  days  as  a  full-time  errand  boy 
and  general  assistant  for  a  butcher  in  the  town. 

Under  Regulation  ll(l)  of  the  above  Statutory  Instrument 
as  soon  as  any  person  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  becomes  aware 

that  he  is  suffering  from,  or  is  the  carrier  of  dysentery,  he  shall 

forthwith  give  notice  of  the  fact  to  the  person  carrying  on  the  food 
business,  who  shall  immediately  notify  the  appropriate  medical  officer 
of  health. 

In  this  case  ,  no  notification  was  made  to  the  medical 
officer  of  health,  although  the  boy  gave  a  written  statement  to  the 
Education  'Telfare  Officer  that  he  had  informed  the  shop  manager. 

In  view  of  this,  the  Council  decided  to  prosecute  the  owners  of  the 
food  business  for  the  alleged  offence  against  the  Regulations  of 

failing  to  notify  the  medical  officer  of  health.  As  the  County 

Council  was  also  prosecuting  the  same  people  for  alleged  offences 
against  Bye-laws  in  employing  the  boy  during  school  hours,  the  two 
prosecutions  were  taken  together.  At  the  Magistrates  Court  hearing 
on  22nd  January  1963 >  the  Food  Hygiene  prosecution  failed,  because 
it  was  not  possible  to  prove  that  the  person  carrying  on  the  food 
business  had  been  informed  that  the  boy  was  a  case  or  carrier  of 
dysentery.

FOOD 


During  the  year  304  samples  of  food  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  examination,  and  in  addition  123  samples  of  milk 
were  examined  by  the  County  Health  Department  staff. 

The  number  of  unsatisfactory  samples  reported  by  the  Analyst 
continues  to  decline,  i.e.  of  all  samples  submitted  1»3^  showed  some 
irregularity  compared  with  2 %  last  year  and  5 in  the  previous  year. 

The  194  Formal  and  110  Informal  samples  submitted  to  the 
Analyst  covered  a  very  wide  range,  including  raw  fruits,  sweets,  beer, 
mineral  waters  and  spirits,  as  well  as  most  common  foods. 

Complaints 

Mincemeat 


A  customer  found  what  appeared  to  be  four  teeth  from  a  human 
artificial  denture.  The  objects  had  a  remarkable  resemblance  to  teeth, 
but  turned  out  to  be  fractured  portions  of  stone  from  a  small  variety 
of  date  used  in  the  manufacture  of  mincemeat. 

At  the  time  other  complaints  arose  from  customers  who  thought 
they  had  found  teeth  in  their  mincemeat. 

The  firm  was  contacted  and  a  representative  made  a  visit  to 
the  County  Health  Inspectors  Office  and  then  withdrew  the  stocks  of  this 
commodity  held  by  traders.  The  firm  investigated  their  processing 
arrangements  and  were  devising  a  machine  to  exclude  any  further 
fractured  date  stones  getting  into  the  finished  article. 

Toffees 


Some  toffees  were  alleged  to  have  caused  sickness  immediately 
after  two  had  been  eaten. 

The  Analyst  was  unable  to  find  any  chemical  substance  present 
capable  of  causing  sickness,  but  was  of  opinion  the  particularly  strong 
flavour  present  could  have  had  an  adverse  psychological  effect  on  a 
sensitive  palate . 
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Tinned  Salmon 


A  customer  found  what  appeared  to  be  glass  particles  in  a 
can  of  sa]mon. 

This  particular  type  of  complaint  crops  up  at  rare  intervals. 
By  means  of  a  simple  chemical  test  carried  out  in  the  office  it  was 
possible  to  prove  the  particles  were  not  glass  as  the  customer  thought, 
but  were  crystals  of  ammonium  or  magnesium  phosphate  which  sometimes 
form  during  the  cooling  process  of  the  canned  product.  The  crystals 
are  completely  innocuous.

Composition 

The  general  standard  of  compositional  quality  of  milk 
retailed  in  this  area  remains  good.  120  samples  of  ordinary  milk  and 
17  samples  of  "Channel  Island"  milk  were  found  to  conform  to  legal 
standards  of  Milk  Fat,  and  Solids-Not-Fat  percentages. 

In  the  country  as  a  whole  there  has  been  much  less  deliberate 
adulteration  of  milk  supplies  during  the  last  few  years. 

Only  one  milk  sample  was  reported  by  the  Analyst  as  being 
considered  to  be  adulterated.  This  was  an  informal  ex-farm  sample  and 
showed  2^  Milk  Fat  deficiency  and  2%fo  extraneous  water.  Unfortunately 
the  milk  was  sour  on  arrival  and  the  Analyst  was  therefore  unable  to 
prove  conclusively  that  water  had  been  added. 
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The  milk  was  resampled,  and  found  to  he  of  satisfactory 


standard. 


Two  other  milk  samples  which  had  a  satisfactory  milk  fat 
content  but  showed  a  low  Solids-not-Fat  content  were  found  to  be 
genuine  milk  as  given  by  the  cows  although  of  low  quality.  Appeal 
to  the  Cow  Samples  were  obtained  and  checked  and  these  confirmed 
that  the  cows  were  giving  low  quality  milk. 

As  the  producer  was  leaving  the  district  the  herd  was  sold 
soon  afterwards , 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  I960 

Two  Milk  Pasteurising  premises  and  141  Milk  Dealers  are 
licenced  by  the  County  Council. 

The  County  Health  Inspector  makes  supervisory  visits  to 
premises  and  also  submits  samples  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Lincoln  for  tests  to  be  carried  out  to  check  the  adequacy  of  Heat 
Treatment  and  keeping  quality  of  the  milk  retailed.
